It was in the Ro man fo rum where uni­ 
fo rm standards fo r weight and measure­ 
ment were first ev o lv ed. 
Newspapers, to o ,

ng unifo rm standards used in auditing, re­ 
po rting and measuring circulatio n audi­ 
ences. 
In 19 14 , newspapers jo ined with adv ertis­ 
ers, adv ertising agencies and perio dicals in 
establishing a bureau o f circulatio n stand­ 
ards— the Aijdit Bureau o f Circulatio ns— 
fo r the adv ertising and publishing industry . 
The Kingsto n Daily Freeman play s an ac­ 
tiv e ro le as an A.B.C. member in v o luntari­ 
ly upho lding and maintaining these circula­ 
tio n standards which are so impo rtant in

THE DOLLAR GAP IS CLOSED 
At the end of World W ar II, the British were 
broke and they borrowed $3,7 5 0,000,000 from the 
United States for the pu rpose of getting started 
after a dev astating war. This loan is, of cou rse, 
lost in the shu ffle of international politics. Since 
then the United States has donated between 
$5 0,000,000,000 
and 
$6 0,000,000,000, 
the 
ex act 
amou nt being difficu lt to calcu late becau se some 
of these contribu tions were hidden in commercial 
arrangem ents of v ariou s ty pes. Some day , a re­ 
searcher may be able to work ou t the precise 
amou nt of the American gift to the British peo­ 
ple. 
The ex planation to the American tax pay er was 
that the British were short of dollais and that 
the American dollar had become the principal 
world cu rrency . To get on their feet, the British 
needed American dollars. To pu rchase what was 
necessary for their reconstru ction and rehablita- 
tion, they needed American dollars. And the 
American people, ou t of their tax es, gav e them 
the dollars. It was a free will offering. The Brit­ 
ish, to some ex tent, regarded it as the du mping 
of American goods to keep ou r factories going and 
therefore no gift at all. 
Now' the so-called dollar gap is closed and the 
British hav e become more independent not only 
economically bu t politically . In fact, the British 
feel so strong that they risk the friendship of the 
United States by a diplomacy designed not only to 
reject American leadership bu t to damage Ameri­ 
can interests. 
London is now seeking to recaptu re its long 
held su premacy in the economic world. The major 
objectiv e is to restore the pou nd sterling, first to 
a position of u niv ersal conv ertibility , and then to 
the position of the su preme cu rrency of the world, 
replacing the American dollar. 
The London “Economist” makes the point: 
“London’s pretentions to su premacy hav e been 
q u estioned twice within the span of a generation 
—both by cy nics at home and aspirants abroad. 
After each world w ar the damage done to ster­ 
ling, to Britain’s statiis in world commerce and 
to the technical apparatu s of the London m ark et 
has seemed for a time to be so nearly irreparable 
as to ju stify these dou bts. Bu t now' it can safely 
be said that each time the predictions of decay 
or decline hav e been falsified. . . . ” 
The British are ju stified in crowing ov er this 
achiev ement. It is a remark able produ ct of finan­ 
cial know-how. That it pu ts ou r financiers, who 
held the leadership and lest it. to shame is no 
fau lt of the British. Great Britain had lost her 
creditor position: she fou nd a rriethod of obtain­ 
ing dollars withou t becoming a debtor to u s, 
largely by obtaining dollars for nothing, nev er to 
be repaid. Whoev er inv ented this method, from 
Lend-Lease throu gh the Marshall Plan to Eu ro­ 
pean Military Aid, was serv ing Great Britain ad­ 
mirably . ev en if it placed a heav y bu rden u pon 
the American people. If the United States now' 
finds in Great Britain an able and ev en su perior 
competitor, it can only be said that they took ad­ 
v antage of their opportu nities and we did not. 
Tne British, in discu ssing the present adv an­ 
tage, omit to mention American aid and the colos­ 
sal amou nt of su ch aid. Rather the “Economist” 
attribu tes Great B ritain’s wonderfu l su ccess to: 
” . . . First and foremost is the far', that the 
mechanism and the tradition of international 
banking inherited from the past are still intact. 
London’s close integration of financial institu tions 
of ev ery k ind-^bank s with branches or agencies 
throu ghou t the. world, the acceptance hou ses, the 
discou nt m ark et, the bu llion and foreign ex change 
dealers, insu rance brokers, the shipping and com­ 
modity m ark ets and the rest—is one u nmatched 
by any other mercantile or financial capital in the 
world.” 
New York is su pposed to hav e similar institu ­ 
tions, bu t admittedly New York bankers are not 
the eq u als of London bank ers who possess a 
greater freedom of action and therefore mu st 
think more clearly . When a bu reau cratic bank 
ex aminer can criticize a bank ’s loan policies be­ 
cau se he does not u nderstand them, bank ers tend 
to become timid. British, German and Japanese 
money -lenders, often u sing American money , are 
doing a land office bu siness in Mex ico and in 
Sou th American cou ntries where we ou ght to be 
hav ing ou r way . 
The answer is that money -lending, which is the 
heart of banking, mu st be done by sm art and 
cou rageou s men. The British hav e alway s pro­ 
du ced su ch men in each generation; we hav e 
thou ght of banks as depositories rather than as 
risk -tak ing money -lenders.

The early Roman forum was a public 
place or a market place in a city; the center 
of judicial or public business.

The early forums were supported to an 
extent by the tariffs or rents paid by the 
merchants who displayed their wares there. 
Today’s merchants aid in the financial op­ 
eration of a newspaper through their pur­ 
chase of advertising space. 
Besides these similarities, we would fail 
to recognize the full importance of these 
forums to our liberty, were we to neglect 
our standards. 
Yes, uniform standards are 
fundamental to the successful commerce 
and industry that has helped to guarantee 
our freedom. 
It was in the Roman forum where uni­ 
form standards for weight and measure­ 
ment were first evolved. 
Newspapers, too, 
have played an important role in establishi­ 
ng uniform standards used in auditing, re­ 
porting and measuring circulation audi­ 
ences. 
In 1914, newspapers joined with advertis­ 
ers, advertising agencies and periodicals in 
establishing a bureau of circulation stand­ 
ards— the Ai^dit Bureau of Circulations— 
for the advertising and publishing industry. 
The Kingston Daily Freeman plays an ac­ 
tive role as an A.B.C. member in voluntari­ 
ly upholding and maintaining these circula­ 
tion standards which are so important in 
our relations with our advertisers.

THE DOLLAR GAP IS CLOSED 
At the end of World W ar II, the British were 
broke and they borrowed $3,750,000,000 from the 
United States for the purpose of getting started 
after a devastating war. This loan is. of course, 
lost in the shuffle of international politics. Since 
then the United States has donated between 
$50,000,000,000 
and 
$60,000,000,000, 
the 
exact 
amount being difficult to calculate because some 
of these contributions w'ere hidden in commercial 
arrangements of various types. Some day, a re­ 
searcher may be able to work out the precise 
amount of the American gift to the British peo­ 
ple. 
The explanation to the American taxpayer was 
that the British were short of dolíais and that 
the American dollar had become the principal 
world currency. To get on their feet, the British 
needed American dollars. To purchase what was 
necessary for their reconstruction and rehabilita­ 
tion, they needed American dollars. And the 
American people, out of their taxes, gave them 
the dollars. It was a free will offering. The Brit­ 
ish, to some extent, regarded it as the dumping 
of American goods to keep our factories going and 
therefore no gift at all. 
‘Now’ the so-called dollar gap is closed and the 
British have become more independent not only 
economically but politically. In fact, the British 
feel so strong that they risk the friendship of the 
United States by a diplomacy designed not only to 
reject American leadership but to damage Ameri­ 
can interests. 
London is now seeking to recapture its long 
held supremacy in the economic world. The major 
objective is to restore the pound sterling, first to 
a position of universal convertibility, and then to 
the position of the supreme currency of the world, 
replacing the American dollar. 
The London ‘‘Economist” makes the point: 
‘‘London’s pretentions to supremacy have been 
questioned twice within the span of a generation 
—both by cynics at home and aspirants abroad. 
After each world war the damage done to ster­ 
ling, to Britain’s statiis in world commerce and 
to the technical apparatus of the London market 
has seemed for a time to be so nearly irreparable 
as to justify these doubts. But now it can safely 
be said that each time the predictions of decay 
or decline have been falsified. . . . ” 
The British are justified in crowing over this 
achievement. It is a remarkable product of finan­ 
cial know-how. That it puts our financiers, who 
held the leadership and lest it, to shame is no 
fault of the British. Great Britain had lost her 
creditor position; she found a rrlethod of obtain­ 
ing dollars without becoming a debtor to us, 
largely by obtaining dollars for nothing, never to 
be repaid. Whoever invented this method, from 
Lend-Lease through the Marshali Plan to Euro­ 
pean Military Aid. was serving Great Britain ad­ 
mirably. even if it placed a heavy burden upon 
the American people. If the United States now 
finds in Great Britain an able and even superior 
competitor, it can only be said that they took ad­ 
vantage of their opportunities and we did not. 
Tne British, in discussing the present advan­ 
tage, omit to mention American aid and the colos­ 
sal amount of such aid. R ather the “Economist” 
attributes Great B ritain’s wonderful success to:

That Body of Yours

STRESS 
No doubt there is not one of us who does not 
suffer at times with stress in one form or another 
although it may be difficult to define. In an edi­ 
torial in the Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation we read that although ideas about stress 
and stress disease have not yet crystallized, the 
current trend is to recognize stress as an im­ 
portant contributory cause of disease. There are 
many kinds of stress and the ways in which they 
cause disease are not well understood. The prob­ 
lem is nevertheless real and most authorities 
would include duodenal ulcer, thyroid disease ■— 
the severe type of goiter, high blood pressure, ul- 
ccrtative colitis and even rheumatoid arthritis in 
a list of diseases in which stress plays an im­ 
portant though not understood part. 
"Such widely different factors as infection, in­ 
toxication, injury, muscular and nervous fatigue, 
extreme heat and cold have been grouped to­ 
gether as types of stress. As we think of stress, 
it implies either an inner conflict or a conflict 
against circumstances for which no immediate 
action is appropriate. It implies further that the 
conflict is protracted, the outcome uncertain, and 
that the victim is constantly aware of it. Many 
writers have been impressed by the great dif­ 
ference in the ability of different persons to with­ 
stand what appears to be the same amount of 
stress without showing signs of breakdown, but it 
may be safely stated that no one is immune from 
breakdown if the stress is severe enough and lasts 
long enough.” 
Sports and w ar offer situations that are ideal 
for the study of stress. Combat stress was studied 
in World W ar 2 and more recently in Korea where 
a team consisting of physiologists, psychologists 
and psychiatrists measured the mental and physi­ 
cal conditions of infantrymen before and after 
combat. They found by tests on the blood, urine 
and saliva that men who had been under almost 
constant fire for five days but with only 7 per 
cent casualties, were far worse off than those 
who had been under fire only 18 hours but with 
70 per cent casualties. Those who had been fight­ 
ing only 18,hours had above average adrenal re­ 
serve (the gland extract turned into the blood 
stream by the adrenal gland in times of danger) 
while those who had been fighting five days had 
adrenal exhaustion. Another finding was that 
those with the shorter, more intensive exposure 
to stress lost their sense of thirst for the time 
being and became “dried out” even though they 
had w ater available in their canteens. 
It was expected that there would be mental 
deterioration under stress but tests revealed very 
little and not any more in the one group than the 
other.

“One mu st learn an inner solitu de wherev er and with whomso­ 
ev er it may be. Be sp iritu ally p riv ate, gu arding the mind carefu lly 
against irrelev ance. 
“Sorrow comes of lov ing what I cannot hav e. If I am sad abou t 
loss, it is a su re sign that I lov e ex ternal things and enjoy my sor­ 
row and dis-ease. W hat is mine is comfortable. What I hav e lost, 
since I hav e lost it is not mine. It can only cau se me discomfort. 
“God u rgently desires that y ou , the creatu re, get ou t of his way 
Ah, belov ed p eop le, why won’t y ou let Him w ork?” 
It wou ld not be becoming for me to comment u p on these con­ 
centrations of thou ght ev olv ed by a great stu dent of Christianity . 
Howev er, I feel that they are what Mrs. B. is seeking from me. 
Her child mu st hav e something to learn. W hatev er it is, she 
mu st heed the discov eries waiting in this ex p erience. 
If Mrs. B. can u se these q u otations from the book, “Meister 
Eckhart,” she will herself be able to w'ait q u ietly u ntil the discov ­ 
eries are comp lete. And in tu rn be ready to help her child to u se 
them.

So, for Mrs. B. I got special permis 
sion from Harper Brothers to quote from the work of a medieval 
sage who possessed the truth. His name was Meister Eckhart, and 
he wrote these words: 
“If God does not remove your faults, then bear them; not think­ 
ing of them as sins, but as great disciplines to exercise the virtue 
pf patience within yourself. Our mental processes often go wrong, 
so that we imagine God to have gone away. Look for Him where 
you think that He is lost. 
“It is impossible that any person should ever find true comfort 
when he looks to a creature for it. One bursts through the world 
of creatures when he lets go of the things he has loved. 
'“Nothing tests the pefection of love better than trust. Nothing 
can hinder the effort of virtue any more than God himself can be 
hindered. Thus a pure heart is one that is unencumbered, unworriec 
and does not ask its own way. Rather, it prays that all its senses 
be submerged into the loving purpose of God. 
“One must learn an inner solitude wherever and with whomso­ 
ever it may be. Be spiritually private, guarding the mind carefully 
against irrelevance. 
“Sorrow comes of loving what I cannot have. If I am sad about 
loss, it is a sure sign that I love external things and enjoy my sor 
row and dis-ease. What is mine is comfortable. What I have lost, 
since I have lost it is not mine. It can only cause me discomfort. 
“God urgently desires that you, the creature, get out of his way. 
Ah, beloved people, why won’t you let Him work?” 
It would not be becoming for me to comment upon these con­ 
centrations of thought evolved by a great student of Christianity. 
However, I feel that they are what Mrs. B. is seeking from me. 
Her child must have something to learn. W hatever it is, she 
must heed the discoveries waiting in this experience. 
If Mrs. B. can use these quotations from the book, “Meister 
Eckhart,” she will herself be able to wait quietly until the discov­ 
eries are complete. And in turn be ready to help her child to use 
them.
